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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 5/2 1/08, with respect to the claims have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 8-13 and 17-22 has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 23 and 24 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claim 23 includes "at 
least one electronic device to be thermally managed within said spray chamber" and "wherein 
said plurality of valves are positioned near at least two interior corner of said spray chamber to 
collect coolant." These newly introduced limitations render claims 23 and 24, distinct from 
originally claimed 8-13 and 17-22. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 23 and 24 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
